fcvery time I hear "recession" 


talk I think about the vagaries o£ 
the weather 


We had little or no rain all last 


fall, and all through the winter; 
and then with ' the 
prospect of a 


third dry year in a row we began 
to get rain in May. And within a 
week some folks were crying about 
the rain, too. 


As the postwar period develops 


we know a certain amount of pro- 
duction and price 
adjustment is 


pfobable 
for industry 
and com- 


merce, and about the, only thing 
government can do to help mat- 
ters is to make the change as grad- 
ual as possible. As another local 
man once told me: "Government 
sets up these war booms by ar- 
bitrary action — the least it can do 
Is to let 
things down gradually 


enough to give business men time 
to make 
personal 
adjustments." 


And that's entirely correct. 
Aut anyone who went through the 
Iy29-33 depression has a vast impa- 
tience with the easily-startled gen> 
try who cry "recession" simply 
because this year's business may 
not be up to 1953's or 1952's. By and 
large, except for certain segments 
such as automobiles and textiles, 
American business continues travel- 
ing today at a level close to the all- 
time peak. When you say "reces- 
sion," therefore, smile. A lot of us 
saw business dive 50 per cent or 
flSW in the early 1930's. 


Not that such a thing is likely to 


happen again soon, if ever. Bus- 
iness might hit a long-time slide, 
but there are factors in present-day I 
America to prevent even that . . . 
factors which weren't here in the 
depression 1930's.
